Dear Examiner; 

In Examiner's action of 8/19/2005, Examiner notified Applicant, per MPEP 
809.02(a), to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The 
Examiner stated "Currently, figure 2 and claim 1 are generic." 

For purposes of fulfilling Examiner's Office Action of 8/1 9/2005, applicant elects 
claim 1 and claim 4. Applicant would also direct Examiner's attention to Figure 5. 
Figure 5 illustrates the configuration of the invention as described in the specification 
and in claims 1 and 4. 

Pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .141 , upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will 
be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which are written in 
dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
